IN AUTO INDUSTRY. WOODCOCK WAS QUOTED BY GLOBE AND 
MAIL LABOR 

REPORTER LIST AS SAYING "UAW WILL NOT ALLOW

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3. COMMENT: JUDGING BY EARLIER CONVERSATIONS LAB ATT
